NOTES OF THE WEEK. 
Few people know that the so-calied Princess of Saxe-Coburg-Gotha, who 
died the other day at Dieppe, and was buried with semi-royal honours on 
Saturday at Montmartre, was a Jewess by birth. Thirty years avo all Vienna 
knew her as Constance (ieiger, one of the most popular rantatrices of her 
day. Her father, Joseph Geiger, was a well-known musician and 
composer. Constance was bora in Vienna in 1836. In her twenty-second 
year she made her delut on the Vienna stage, Where she achieved a remark- 
able success. As vocalist, actress, pianist and composer she was equally 
brilliant, and the whole of Vienna mourned when. in ING2. she contracted a 
morganatic marriage with Prince Leopold ot Saxe ( ‘oburg, it nephew of the late 
Prince Albert, and retired from the slave. that dav Constance 
was lost in the Baroness von Riittenstein, this being the title conferred on 
her by her husband. With him she led aun exceeding!¥ Hiavpopen life, 
and their marriage is duly entered in the Aluanach de Cotha. She leaves one 
Son, Daron Theodor Von Riittenstein. It is interesting to notice the «drs 
tinguished relationships acquired by this -lewess. Queen Victoria stood in the 
relation of aunt to her, and the present Wing of Portugal and Prince Ferdi 
nand of Bulgaria were her nephews. Among the gther Roval houses with 
which she Was connected were those of Bourbon, Orledns, and Sax "y 
Genealogical students have frequently amused themselves by searching 
out the Jewish traces in the English peerage : but no attempt has been made 
to examine the Almanach de Gotha fromthe same port of view, Perhaps 
it is imagined that the princely houses whose genealogies are there deait 
with have no Jewish relationships. This is a mistake, and the instance just 
given of Constance Geiger does not stand alone. Prince Louis of Bavaria, 
brother ot the of Austria. i3 morganatically married to a dewess. 
Henrietta Mendel, daughter of a jeweller of Munich. who enjoy: the title of 
Baroness von Wallersee. The only daughter of Princess Mathilde Bonaparte 
married her drawing master, M. Sterling, the <on of poor Jewish parents in 


Warsaw. who afterwards assumed the title of Count Walewski. Prince 


llenry XLV. of Reuss-Greiz married Marianne Meyer of Berlin, afterwards 
known as the Baroness Egbenberg. (Quite recently we announced the 
Inarriage ol the reigning Prince at Monaco with Alice Heine. PY 
cousin of the poet. Prince Michel Cito-Filomarino. Prince of Reeca 
d’Aspide, married another member of the Heine family, Marie Embden 
Heine. Prince Radziwill married in 1876 a dewess named Louise Blane, 
The late Prince Alphonse de Polignac married Jeanne Mires, and. his Son, 
Prince Camille, took as his first wife Catherine Langenberver, whose mother 
was an Erlanger. Prince Emile of Sayn-Wittgenstein-Sayn married 
morganatically in 1868 Pauline Lilienthal, who was granted the title of 
Baroness Von Wleydorff. Her sister, \melia, married in 1867 Prince Louis 
ot Sayn-Berleburg. These are only a few of the Jewish entries in the first 
three sections of the Almanach. The Jewish names in the pedigrees of the 
lower orders of the continental nobility are mach more numerous. Nor are 
they all of recent date. Wherever an alliance has been contracted with a 
leading noble house of Spain or Portugal it is not difficult to tind traces ot 
Jewish blood acquired as far buck as the fourteenth century, 


In the National Review, Mr. H. H. Wilkins trots out the bogy of the 
immigration into this country of destitute foreigners, of whom he declares 
the greater part are Russian, Roumanian, Hungarian, and Polish Jews, bare'y 
two per cent. of all the immigrants being Christians. Mr. Wilkins falls 
into the same error that has led astray so many of his countrymen by 
imagining that every Pole is necessarily a Jew. Only last week an inquest was 
he'd in Whitechapel on the child of a Polish journeyman baker, and the facts 
elicited from the several witnesses made up a heartrending story of distress. 
The case was so represented as to give the reader of the report in 
the daily papers the impression that here was another sad ellect 
of the immigration. of pauper Jews. The Jandlady of the 
house in which the miserable family occupied one room was a Jewess, and the 
master for whom the poor father worked was also described asa dew. And 
yet the Polish family were not Jews, but Roman  Catholes, a 
fact on which all the newspapers’ were silent. Mr. Wilkins posi 
tively asserts, what has so often been denied from Jewish quarters, that our 
admirably organised system of benevolence, through the Board of Guardians 
and cognate institutions, constitutes nothing less than an open advertisement 
for the destitute Jews all over Europe to come over to England. Mr. 
Wilkins is alarmed at the ** invading horde of destitute Jews "’ who flock to 
the great centres of population, and to the manufacturing cities of the north, 
and he regards the many Jewish charitable institutions, of which he cites the 
Poor Jews’ Temporary Shelter as an example, as holding out exceptional 
inducements for those who make their way to the East End of London to 
remain there. We have heard this story before. Even Mr. Wilkins’s 
figures have a ring of Mr. Arnold White about them. The statistics of 
pauperism in Whitechapel prove that the “rivalry” of the foreign Jew, if 
it exists, spurs on the native workman so txat he has recourse to the work- 


| honse to a less degree than hitherto. ‘The Legislature having abstained from 
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interference, Mr. Wilkins proposes as a remedy the establishment of a 
society for the protection of the British workman against the unlimited intlux 
of destitute foreign labour. One of the means by which this end might be 
achieved would be the insertion of advertisements in the journals of the 
countries whence the destitute Jews come, warning them of the state of 
the labour market in England, and of the hardships that await them. 
This he thinks in many cases would exercise an excellent deterrent effect. 
But it needed no article in the National Review to point this out. Mr. 
Wilkins has long ago been anticipated in this respect by the Jewish 


Board of Guardians, and, judging by the large reduction ia 
the number of immigrants. as shown’ in_ its — last annual 
report, not without a considerable measure of suecess. Mr. Wilkins, 
at the close of his article, is painfully anxious that the question 


must not be treated as a religious one, and that no slur must be cast on the 
Hebrew faith. But he draws a far from flattering picture of the Jews, 
and in so doing shows his utter whorance of their habits by the bold asser- 
tion that to them the word home, so sacred to English ears, has no meaning 
at all, And yet it is Jewish family life that has always been held up to 
admiration as one of our greatest virtues.

The excavations undertaken during the present year in the South of 
Palestine by Mr. Flinders Petrie have afforded Professor A, H. Sayce a con- 
genial theme for a short paper in this month’s Contemporary. There are few 
men more enthusiastic on the work of the Palestine Exploration Fund in 
clothing with living flesh the dry bones of ancient history than Mr. Sayce, 
who at the close of his paper endeavours to instil into the mind of the future 
explorer some of his own earnestness by pointing ont the discoveries of the 
highest interest that await the excavator’s pick. Mr. Petrie’s excavations, 
Mr. Sayce argues, teach two important facts. The first is the matability of 
local nomenclature in the East. The second is that it ever anything is to be 
learnt about pre-exilic Israel in the soil of Palestine itself, it must be by the 
help of the spade. He is contident that the explorer, who enters on the work 
with the same devotion as Sir A. H. Layard and Dr. Schliemann showed in 
regard to Nineveh and Troy, wiil obtain results a3 marvellous as those of the 
two famvus explorers just named. The bearing such discoveries may have 
upon the interpretation and criticism of the Old Testament Scriptures,” 
says Mr. Sayce, * the light they may throw upon the conquest of Canaan or 
the establishment of the Davidic Monarchy, cannot even be conceived.” 
Almost simultaneously with the appearance of Mr. Sayce’s article, a daily 
contemporary published an account of an interview with Mr. Gray Hill, a 
Liverpool solicitor, who has purchased a portion of the Mount of Olives. Mr. 
Hill related some interesting discoveries which had been made during his 
visit to the Mount, and which will probably be described by Herr Schick, of 
Jerusalem, in the next number of the Quarterly Statement of the Palestine 
Exploration Fund. These and analogous discoveries point to the realisation 
of Mr. Sayce’s prophecy: ‘** We have dug up Homer and Herodotus: we 
shall yet dig up the Bible.” | 


The vacation correspondence in the colamns of contemporaries bears but 
rarely upon subjects that are interesting to us as Jews. A _ noteworthy 
exception, however, is the correspondence that has been proceeding in the 
Standard—a sort of triangular controversy between the advocates of three 
kinds of worship music, which may be designated as the simple congregational 
the untuneful antique, and the intricate choral. The discussion ha; a close 
bearing upon both the numerical strength and the devotional interest of our 
own congregations, since not only is human nature identical both with Jew 
and with Gentile, but the amount of spiritual fervour and of theological 
learning is pretty much the same in our own and in other persuasions of 
modern Englishfolk. With us, at least, the conflict is a duel only, since our 
traditional music is distinctively tuneful and readily caught by the lay ear, 
being very different in this respect from the “ Giregorians ” of like age and of 
like antique tonality, which are referred to in our contemporary. Une party in 
our contest is the small but vigorous body of tane-lovers, who are already making 
an anticipatory effort in more than one congregation to overcome the strange 
dread most worshippers appear to bave of hearing their own voices, a dread 
already fought against in the ancient Midrashim. On the other side there 
stands the absence of ideas on the part of the governing bodies of synagogues 
a3 to what constitutes an inspiring musical service. This, coupled with a 
marvellous reluctance to profit by the suggestions of specialists, occasionally 
results in the musical organisation of the services being intrusted to a person 
devoid of duly trained ability for its guidance, but more often in giving a free 
hand to the conductor in the mere system, whilst fretting him with restric- 
tions in matters where he is the best, if not the only, judge. Our own 
sympathies have been marked in the contrary direction to this. 


— 


Injeed, the firm establishment on every hand of a religiously and 
musically worthy congregational singing should be a matter of no difficulty 
in our synagogues. For in the first place the energy of certain enthusiasts, 
well-known for their special capacity in this direction, has provided us with a 
body of Hebrew melody, which, while not without attraction for the trained 
musician, is yet so tuneful as to be generally attractive, so simple as to be 
easily learnt, and broadly speaking so religious in tone as forcibly to augment 
the spiritual value of the sacred words. Not merely the matter lies thus 
ready for every British congregation, but the manner too bas recently 
been emphasised with equal simplicity and force. It should be easy to 
find in every congregation five or six Jewesses of musical vapacity, who with- 
out in any way bringing themselves either into uodue prominence or into 
conflict with ecclesiastical propriety, would so study and rehearse together the 
responses, the hymns, the chants, and the rest of the sacred song as to form 
a powerful support to the choir while singing from their own customary 
places, and what is of greater importance, an infallible incentive and encourage- 
ment to all around them equally to share in public worship in the way Jewish

Recreation, as such 
is not contrary to the spirit of Judaism ; on the contrary the Rabbins—th 
Vharisees as Christians wouid style them—expressly permit certain things to 
be done on the Sabbath because they help to make it a season of enjoyment 
The Jewish Sabbath, then, is the very opposite of a gloomy day. Relaxation 
that involves work is forbidden on that account. But to visit a maseum or 
to walk in the park does not involve work, and is therefore permitted—so tar 
as the law is concerned. But, more than this, such modes of enjoyment 
would be encouraged, since it is the aim of Judaism to make the Sabbath a 
day of “delight.”

Jewish « eolonies ” started in connection with this fund, should have a special 
value in stimulating the communal interest in this movement. It is, no doubt, a 
reat deal to have secured a fortnight of country life to even 500 of our Jewish 
school children, but this number does not represent a tithe of those who are in 
weed of the fresh air, and moral bracing-up which such a holiday affords. A little 
yore organisation is required ; and if this is taken in hand at once, there is no 
ason why next year 5,000 children from our schools should not find accom- 
yodation in the colonies, which have, so far, been only experimentally tried. 

Mr. Israel Abrahams makes suggestions which are of the utmost importance 
9 this direction: and to those he has made, I venture to add the following :— 

1. Let the work of selection be carried out im conjunction with the Sehool 
Committees or Man agers, SO that the Thost deserving cases nay receive first atten- 
ion: and the holiday seekers be so arranged as not to interfere unduly with 
hool work. 

2. Extend the holiday season from May to September, instead of limiting it 
» a couple of months in the year, so as to accommodate the largest possible 
oum ber at each centre. 

3. Secure proper superintendence and the general features of a Jewish home 
cach colony, so that the clement of religion may not make itself felt only in 
the daily joint of cold meat, which so far has represented all the specially Jewish 
rovision, at most of the centres. The “ arrangements of a special character” at 
yravesend, to which Mr. Abrahams refers, were intended to secure this desi- 
eratum ; and the results of the experiment made there are such as‘to justify the 
extension of these arrangements to all the colonies in future years. 

The view taken by Mr. Israel Abrahams as to the necessitv of independent 
ction on the part of the community will, T trust, take hold ; and in that case it 
snot too much to hope that the difficulties which have been experienced this 
eason will be avoided in the future, and the maximum number of our poorer 
uildren receive the benefits which the Country Holidays’ Fund was designéd to 
Ford.

JEWISH CHILDREN IN. THE COUNTRY.

Sin, —My previous communication on this subject dealt only with the work 
mplished in London. | have, how ever, since recerved an interesting account 
fthe manner in which similar and successful efforts have been made in 
Manchester, In the Spring a distinctly Jewish Holiday Fund was started by the 
Mawhester ladies; the president of the movement being Mrs. Edward Belirens, 
wi the Honorary Secretary and Treasurer Mrs. Laurence Simmons, the wife of 
he popular minister. A furnished cottage was taken in Disley, on the border of 
-oeshire and Derbyshire. From a stay 1 made in the near neighbourhood last 
vear lam well acquainted with the beautiful position of the place selected, which 
i should add is within easy access of Manchester. A Jewish matron was engaged 
nd also a Jewish girl who looked after the amusements of the children. They 
each bad a fortnight’s holiday, boys and girls being alternately sent to the home. 
There was no difheulty as regards the preparation of the food, since it was carried 
ton the spot under Jewish supervision. Thus one of our chief difticulties was not 
eneonntered orrather was solved. Thecolony has , Lam informed, been very success- 
itstarted work much earlier than our London ones, viz.: onJune 2nd and comes 
‘close on September Yth, Not a week passed without visits to the children by 
vies from Manchester. The parents merely paid the children’s fares (amounting 
t “aven-pence ) and did not contribute to the other expenses incurred : in this

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CONSECRATION OF A SYNAGOGUE AT NORTHAMPTON. 


A gulf of nearly seven hundred vears divides the early history of the Jews 
of Northampton from that of modern times. Records are extant in the library of 
the town which indicate that in 1216 quite a numberof Jews resided here. King 
Henry III. was very solicitons about “his Jews.” He sent to the Sheritt 
seve ral writs that burgesses should be elected to watel carefully over them, 
that they receive no injury. Despite this royal direction the history treats chietly 
of illtreatment and extortion. ending tinally in the expulsion of 1200. Mr. Walter 
Rye mentions in his * Perseeutions of the Jews,” that at Northampton the com- 
mon sense of a Bishop, “luckily for history ” put down with a strong hand the 
false enlt of the “martvrdom” of a persecutor of the Jews. After 670 years, 
Jews again began to reside at Northampton, where they settled in such limited 
nutibers that it is only within the last hve vears that a room has been fitted up 
for divine service and a shochet engaged. The community is gradually increas- 
ing, and chiefly throngh the public spirit of Mr. G. L. Michel the President, Mr. 
P. Havinan the Treasurer, and Mr. D. Salomons the Honorary Secretary, the 
opportunity was recently taken of buying a small iron chapel and purchasing the 
freehold site for the purposes of a synagogue.

My dear brethren, | bid you welcome to this small but handsome structure 
which you have erected for the worship of the God of Israel by your own efforts and 
with the help of a few generous friends in the metropolis. Your congregation is as 
yet but small, but I earnestly trust that a goodiy’ number of our hard-working 
brethren of London, engaged in the icdustry for which Northampton is famous, 
will leave their crowded city dwellings for the purpose of settling in this busy 
town, sothatin respect of your community the Divine promise may hold good, 
“ Though thy beginning be small, yet will thy end be exceeding great.” 

The ceremonial of to day has been but simple, devoid of all pomp and circum- 
stance, for the one thing needful, on au occasion such as the present, at a season 
like this, when the Shofar sounds in the camp of the Hebrews, when we prepare to 
solemnize the most sacred festivala of the year—the chief requisite is, that you 
shonld dedicate yourselves to God, that you should consecrate your hearts, so that you 
mayte tully penetrated with the sacred purpose to which this house and this 
season of the ONT OD, the awe-ins: iring days, are destined. And with this view 
| take as my text four brief words from the Prophet Amos (chap. iv. v. 12), 
“ Prepare to meet thy God, Oh Israe}.”’ 

It is true, my friends,the Lord does not need any special sanctuary in which 
He isto be invoked. Heis not like arualer of esrth who grants his subjects an 
audignee on certain days and at special hours, “ Tre Lordis nigh unto them that 
call upon him; toall that call upon Him in truth.” Yet it is needful that we 
should possess a place for ourselves where we are free from all distractions and 
interruptions, where all the surroundings attuae us to sentiments of piety, a place 
where the devotion of our neighbour may strike a chord in our heaits, and dispose 
ustopray. Your place of worship is but small, but be assured that the same 
sinctity attaches to it as the most yorgeous structure that has ever been resred. It 
addresses its solemn call to you,** Prepare to meet thy God Oh Israel!" Attend here 
with regularity and punctuality. Do not permit any Sabbath to come round withcut 
your meeting h+re in the prescribed number. It is stated in the Talmud, that 
certain portions of our liturgy, the Kaddish and the Kedusha, should only be recited 
in the presence of tcn male adults, as it is written, “ And I shall be sanctified in 
the midst of the children of Israel.” A deep meaning underlies these words. By 
meeting together for public worship, the conviction shall be roused and strengthened 
within us that we form a religious communion, that we are united together by the 
holiest of ties that can bind man to man—a common religion. And the earnest 
desire snall be awakened within us to labour for the good of our fellowmen and to 
uplift with manly consciousness the bann:r of Judaism so that ** God mav be sanc- 
tified in the midst of the children of I-rael.’ 


But at the same time iet me earnestly 
impress this fact npom you. 


That if at any time ten male adults should unforta- 
nately pot be present, you should not therefore disperse without holdiog regular 
and cevout divine Fé rvice, ‘lhe prayers should he solemnly recited hy the Reader. 
those present joining with him. The portioa of the Law and the Haphtorah should 
be read, cnly those few prayers and blessings being omitted for whicn the presence 
of Minyan is incispensable. And when you are here, offer up your prayer with 
fervour and devotion, Abstain from id'e converse, the frivolous smile. the vacant 
stare. Do not contest yourself merely with saying prayers, languidly, drowsily 
and mechanically, but let your prayer be the fervent and devout outpouring of your 
heart with earnestness and sincerity, acommunion with your Creator, so that you 
may become good after the patt-rn of His perfect goodn+ss, that you may view the 
stature of your little life after His image and unto His likeness. This is to te the 
purpose of your assembling here. Not that you may offer upa selfish petition for 
some advantage, for some earthly boon for yourself, but that you may pour forth 
your soul unto God, laying bare before Him every circumstance of your life. every, 
thought of your brain and every impulse of your heart, arking your Friend on High 
to purity and to elevate them. ‘ Prepare to meet thy God Oh Israel.”

STONE urges, are not the exclusive domain of the specialists, but are com- 
mon ground which every intelligent person may occupy. Having 
regard, then, to the matter of the Mosaic books, as distinguished from their 
literary form, he is of opinion that the critics have no case. He does not 
appear to deny the possibility of the Mosaic legislation—for it is with the 
legislative portions of the Pentateuch, the happy hunting-ground of the new 
school, that he mainly deals—baving been supplemented in subsequent ages. 
But he contends that “the heart and substance of the legislative and insti- 
tutional system delivered to us in the Pentateuch is historically trustworthy 
and the documents of Holy Writ emerge substantially unhurt from the 
inquisitive and searching analysis of the modern time.” 

Mr. Guapstonr’s reasons for this assertion will appear presently. But 
it may be well to state at once that they are reasons for the other side to 
reckon with. The “old parliamentary hand” has astutely chosen his ground, 
and it does not lie in the mouths of his opponents to charge him with 
incompetence and ignorance. If he is not a Hebrew scholar, he is a past 
master in dialectics, and his Homeric studies have endowed him with the 
power of nicely weighing evidence bearing on old-world literature. His argu- 
ments are not to be contemptuously brushed aside by the destructive critic, 
simply because they ignore altogether the distinction between the Jehovist 
and the Elohist, and not even once quote those fearful and wonderful alpha- 
betical combinations with which Wei tuavsex and his friends are wont to 
distinguish the many and manifold elements into which they resolve the 
Hexateuch. Mr. Giapstoxe takes his stand on external, rather than 
internal testimony. He challenges the new school to explain, not the 
peculiarities of the Scriptural text, but the improbabilities discernible in 
their own characteristic theory when read in the light of common-sense, The 
gauntlet thus thrown down must be, nodoubt will be, taken up. But the question 
at issue must be fully threshed ont. Mr. Grapstone is quite right when 
he says that the new critical theories have exercised an effect upon ordinary 
minds which is not referable to their logical force. People have been con- 
tent to know that such theories have been propounded, and have incontinently 
leapt to the conclusion that the Pentateuch is much more modern than it 
pretends tobe. Not a few persons have parted with their faith in the 
antiquity of the Mosaic books, without having read a line of Wettnavses 
or Stave. One reason for this remarkable influence of unread works 
is to be found in their complicated character, which makes them 
‘“caviare to the general.” Another be found in their mutual 
contradictions. The critics have only one common bond of union: 
their criticism, and its destructiveness. For the rest, they are as fiercely 
hostile to each other as the orthodox exegete is to them all. Their 
consuming ambition appears to be to outdo their fellows in the 
corrosiveness of their solvents—to formulate a theory which shall make 
the Pentatench as modern, as parvenn, as possible.

Nor is it a case of quot 
homines tot sententiea. Sometimes the many opinions are to found in the 
same mind. A year or two in the critic's age may make a difference of 
centuries, perhaps, in the date to which he refers the * Priestly Code.” He 
may fancy he has reached finality whenshe has assigned Levitieus to the 
period, say of Jostan ; but soon he finds the claims of Ezra’s time irre- 
sistible, and he succumbs to their blandishments. But even here he cannot 
rest, There is, for example, that worrying omission of the Day of Atone- 
ment from the list of Holydays celebrated under Ezra’s direction. So 
another move must be made, and the Pentateuch declared to b2 more modern 
even than the last book of the Bible. All this uncertainty does not prove 
the new school to be wrong; but it does account for the fact that the 
“general reader” has been warned off the critical domain, aud that his 
acceptance of the general conclusions arrived at by the critics has not been 
the result of knowing anything detinite about the basis on whichthey rest. Aclear 
statement of their foundations and indeed of the true proportions of the con- 
clusions themselves, together with an enumeration of the arguments that are 
adduced by the other side, is urgently required in the interests of that large 
number of persons who are thoughtful, but not experts. What is needed is to 
to do what Mr. Guapstonr, justly appraising his strength and his weak- 
ness, studiously avoids doing, and that is to carry the war into the enemy’s 
country. Can Wettnavsen and Srape and Ronertrson be 
beaten with their own weapons? Can the microscopic analysis, which they 
have hitherto employed with such startling results, be used to proved their 
deductions untrustworthy ? This is the chief point to which attention should 
be directed hy the apologists of the Scriptures, They ought not to leave their 
opponents in undisputed possession of the field. They must not allow judg- 


ment to go by default. 
Meanwhile co'lateral arguments like those of Mr. GLapstonk are of con- 


siderable value. They help to rescue susceptible minds from the spell which 
the mere knowledge of the existence of these distinctive hypotheses has woven 
about them. They show that there is another side to the question, though a 
good many people, who would be the first to confess that they know nothing 
about it, hare been assuming the contrary, They will give occupation, too, 
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to the critics, who may amuse themselves with driving in the redettes pen ling 
an attack from the main body of the enemy. Mr. Gianstroxe holds that 
there was such a person as Moses. If there is a critic of any respectability 
who has the hardihood to advance the mythical theory, which we should very 
mach doubt, he ought to acknowledge himself ** smashed and pulverized 

h's opponent’s simple, but cogent argument. “ The exodus from Egypt, “A 
settlement in Palestine, the foundation there of institutions, eivil and religions, 
which were endowed with a tenacity of life and a peculiarity of character 
beyond all example ; these things are establishet by Scripture, but they are 
also established independent of Scripture. They contribute a trinoda 
necesaitas, a threefold combination of fact, which, in order to supply a 
rational connection between cause and effect, require not only a Moses, bu 
such a Moses as the Scripture supplies.” Mr. Griapstoxe argnes 
further that the age of the captivity was, compared with the earlier 
periods in the history of Isnart, an age of religious decadence, and 
he asks whether it is not “a rather wanton paradox to refer the 
production of those sacred Mosaic books, which constituted the ebarter 
of the Hebrews as a separate and pecuiiar pecple, to the epachs of a lowered 
and decaying spiritual life?" Mr. Guapsrone is on firm ground again when he 
questions the probability of the Jews uniting to show a veneration 
absolutely unique for a Corde which was, in respect of its pretensions 
to Mosaic authorship, a deliberate frand. Very adroitly, too, does 
he turn the admitted diflienities of the Seriptural text agaist the 
critical theory. If the Pentateuch is the result of careful editing 


in the comparatively recent age of Ezra or in times still less remote, 


how comes it about, he asks, that it presents so many anomalies ? Do they 
not * constitute an objection to the negative hypothesis, which it is an abso- 
lute necessity for its promoters to wet rid of as best as they can?” In shor 

the repetitions, inaccuracies and contradictions of the Seriptoral text, which 
are cited to establish the necessity of the modern critical theory, «

negative it. Editors, who were anxious to produce a homogeneous work’ 
and indeed to conceal the fact of its having been edited, would have taken 


care to do their work in a less slovenly manner. Their art would have lain 
in concealing their art. We reproduce the se arguments, and content onr- 


selves with asserting that they call for a reply. But even thongh they could 
be proved fallacious, Judaism would not really suffer. For the Christian

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FOREIGN AND COLONIAL NEWS 


AUSTRIA-HUNGARY. 


The anti-Semitic party at the Vienna City Council are causing such scandalous 
wenes that at one of the recent meetings the Burgomaster declared that it would 
we impossible to carry on the business of the Municipality. The anti-Semites 
sented this reproof by leaving the Council Chamber in a body, whereby they pre- 
vented the holding of a private meeting which was to have followed the public 
sitting. During the same meeting they grossly insulted Dr. Coen, who had 
enerously offered to give a gratuitous course of instruction for curing stammering 
hildren of the poorer classes of their defect, because he is a Jew. 

A Rabbi in Trieste has been made the victim of anti-Jewish spite. One 
sight recently the family heard the windows of their house being smashed, 
ind when the Rabbi went into the street to ascertain the cause, he was 
stacked by some men who beat him so severely with sticks that he fell all but 
feless to the ground. His condition is still precarious. The police have not 
vet succeeded in discovering the miscreants. | 

BULGARIA. 

Mer. Gregoire, Greek Archbishop of Varna, has paid a visit to the school in 
‘hat town of the Alliance Israelite. The presence of a number of Christian children 
n the school benches appeared to make a ileep lmpression on the Archbishop, who 
eqnested the Head Master to express to the Central Committee in Paris his 
rdial thanks for the spirit of tolerance which prevails in its educational estab- 
ljshments. The examination of the pupils of the Alliance School at Rustchuk 
forded an equally gratifying spectacle, attracting as it did distinguished visitors 
f all nationalities and denominations. Among the non-Jewish visitors were the 
Prefect, the Mayor, the Engiish, ‘Italian, and Turkish Consuls, tie Inspector of 
&hools, the Director of the Gymnasium, the Military Commandant, the Chief of 
Police, the Mufti Tahsiin Bey, a member of the Sobranje (Parliament), and the 
Superior of the Roman Catholic School. The band of the Danubian flotilla gave 
latto the proceedings by performing a selection of music. 

CANADA. 

Mr. David A. Ansell, of Montreal, has been appointed Consul General for 
Mexico in the Dominion of Canada, 

CENTRAL ASIA. 

The new Russian Minister to Bokhara, M. Lessar, has arrived at his post, 
ind has been received in audience by the Emir. The personality of the Russian 
Envoy is of the utmost importance for the Jews in Bokhara, as he is practically 
tegent of the Khanate, for the Emir and his ministers are always prepared to 
tin accordance with wishes of the Government in St. Petersburg. Fortunately, 
ays a correspondent of the Jsraelit at Bokhara, M. Lessar is very favourably 
usposed towards the Jews, so that they have found a new friend at the 
Emirs Court. M. Lessar is, we believe, identical with the Russian Commissioner

SOUTH AFRICA.

stantial SUMS Were promised, which now leaves funds for carrying out the work of

A TRIBUTE TO SHECHITA-—In connection with some recent attacks on the 
system of Shechita, it may be interesting to point out that a number of authorities 
on the Continent have declared themselves in favour of this system, and have pub! 
lished their opinion that in every respect it stands far above all other scientific 
methods of killing animals, be they ever so speedy. The authorities in question are 
Professor Gerlach, Director of the Royal Veterinary College in Berlin, M. H, 
Boulley, Inspector General of the Veterinary Collegesin France, Professor Chauveau, 
of the Academy of Lyons, Professor Dr. C. Fuchs, in Carlsrahe, Professor Dr. C. 
Fick, of the University of Wiirzburg, and Herr Thiernesse, Professor of Anatomy 
at the Berlin Royal Veterinary College. Their statements have been embodied in 
the report presented to the Prussian Government in reply to the petition of the 
German Society for the Prevention of Cruelty to Animals, asking to make slaughter 
compulsory by means of the mask and the pistol. 

CABINET MAKERS STRIKE.—A meeting of Jewish cabinet makers was held on 
Saturday night in Brick Lane, at which it was announced by Mr. Adams, the 
Secretary, that the strike was over, and that an advance of 10 to 15 per cent. had 
been gained. Some ofthe men have started a co-operative workshop, each man 
investing £5. They have £150 in the bank. 

Mr, RicHArp S. PARKES, 69, Grays Inn Road, has been elected a Governor and 
Director of the Poor of St. Andrews, Holborn.

Alexandra Road, N.W., gained first-class certificates in algebra, arithmetic 
and trigonometry. Mr. A.H. Hart, of 110, Sutheriand Avenue, vained first-class 
certificates in French and German, and third-class in Spanish. Mr. Hart (who is a 
studentin Mr. de Villiers’s classes) was also awarded the tirst Mitehell Language 
Studentship and the Cotton Prize.

LIVERPOOL.

‘House ” 1n connection therewith. As Mr. Polack was, on the occasion of his mar- 
risge three yeirs ago, the recipient of an illuminated address accompanied by a 
cheque of £353 from his congregation, this second tribute offers gratifying evidence 
of the popularity which Mr. Polack has gained during his sojourn in Liverpool. 
The presentation on Tuesday consisted of a pocket-book containing £110). 

rhe chair was taken by Mr. Albert Samuel, F.C.S., President of the Liverpool 
Old Hebrew Congregation, wh» in handing the parting gift to the recipient, stated 
that he spoke asthe mouthpiece of a large number of Mr. Polack’s friends who 
were not limited to the reverend gentleman's immediate congregation, but were 
drawn from every section of the Jewish community of Liverpoot. He spoke in 
most eulogistic terms of Mr. Polack’s ministerial work, his labours in intellectual 
pursuits, and his devotion to the cause of education and charity. As Honorary 
Secretary for many years of the Jewish Board of Guardians, their respected minister 
had displayed an evergy and assiduity which had earned the admiration of the com- 
munity and the appreciable gratitudsa of the Jewish poor. Mr. Polack had had 
many able predec*sors, but none who would leave behind him a warmer place in 
the regard and affection of the community. M-. Samuel concluded by paying a 
graceful tribute tothe interest in charitable mattera displayed by the amiable wife 
of their pastor, whose loss in benevolent and social circles would be keenly felt. 

The Rey. J. Polack, who was deeply moved, in rising to respond, acknowledged 
the presentation in fitting terms. Hesaid he regarded the gift rather as a testi- 
monial of the generosity and abundant gool nature of his friends, than of any merit 
of hisown. He hardly knew whether their parting souvenir and the affecting 
terms in which he and his wife had been alluded to, increased or diminished the 
pang of separation. In one sense the fact that so many who nad endeared themselves 
to him, had accentuated his regret at leaving them; in another his pain was lessened 
by that pleasant interchange of friendly feeling. After describing how he had 
be2n aided in his work by the constant encouragement and practical benevolence of 
numerous members of the community, he concluded by thanking them profoundly 
for their kindness and expressing his earnest wishes for the future prosperity and 
welfare of the Jewish community of Liverpool. 

To-morrow, Mr. Polack will preach his farewell sermon at the Princes Road 
Synagogue, and on Sunday the reverend gentleman will be the recipient of an illu- 
minated valedictory addreas from the member of his congregation. 

MANCHESTER. 

At the Jewish Working Men's Club, on Sanday last. Mr. J. M. Asher (who is 
leaving England for Kowno for the puroose of prosecuting his rabbinical studies), 
delivered an interesting address on “ The Prospects of Judaism.” He deprecated, 
inter alia, the superficial syatem in vogue in this country for spreading a knowledge 
of Hebrew and religious subjects, and cursorily reviewed the position filled by the 
Jews among the various nationalities of Europe. The persecution of the Jews in 
Ruasia he attributed to theirlarge preponderance in certain districts ; and he 
hazarded the statement that if the Jews of Western Europe which boasted a higher 
civilization. were numerically stronger the outbreaks of anti-Semitism which had 
disgraced those countries would have had more serious results, In the debate which 
followed, the Chairman (Rev. Dr. Salomon). Mesars, E. Harris, M.A., B. I. Belisha, 
M.H. Valentine, N, Laski and L. Casper took part. The Chairman then, on behalf 
of many members of the Club, presented Mr. Asher with a purse of sovereigns as a 
mark of the esteem felt for him and as a parting gift previous to leaving this 
country. The presentation was suitably acknowledged, and the usual votes of 
thanks were passed. Being a British-born eubject, Mr. Asher proceeds to Ruasia 
armed with a passport bearing the signature of Lord Salisbury.and duly ris‘d at 
the Russian Embassy in London. Itisto be hoped that the Russian Authorites 
will abstain from*unnecessarily interfering with the plans of the young student, 
as his proposed domicile in Russia beara no semblance of a political or commercial 
character, and is prompted only by an earnest desire to study. 

MIDDLESBROUGH.

THE RABBINICAL DIPLOMA. 


It has transpired that the Rev. S. Singer is not the first minister of the United 
Synagogue to have obtained the ANNA ANA. This distinction in reality belongs 
to the Rev. 8. M. Gollancz, of the Hambro Synagogue, who is, by priority of appoint. 
ment, Senior Minister of the United Synagogue. Mr. Gollancz obtained the title of 
“ Morenu ™ at the early age of 15, from one of the most learned Rabbis of his day 
He also holde diplomas from other celebrated Chief Rabbis, including Dr. Goldschmid: 
(Graetz), Cahamiah Spero (Neustadt), and Dr. Hirschfeld, successor at Hanover t) 
the late Chief Rabbi, Dr. Adler. At the time of his barmitzvah, Mr. Gollancz was a 
pupil of the famous R. Akiba Eger, Chief Ribbi of Posen. Some years ago it was 
suggested that Mr. Gollancz should be appointed Dayan in London. but the idea was 
abandoned owing to his already holding an appointment under the United 
Synagogue. 

The Rev. A. Amschewitz, who for more than 20 years was a member of the 
Judith Montefiore College at Ramagate, also, like his former colleague the Rev. Mr 
Saul (to whom we referred last werk) holds the Rabbinical dploma. I+ was con. 
ferred on him at an early age by the celebrated Rabbi Mordecai Melzer, head of the 
great Leshiba at Wilna, and in later years likewise, by Rabbi Chaim Davidsohn, and 
Rabbi Beer Meisels, successively Chief Rabbis of Warsaw, Rabbi Isaac Charif, Chief 
Rabbi of Tiktin, and Rabbi Meier Auerbach, Chief Rabbi of Kalisch. and subse. 
quently Chief Rabbi of the Ashkenazim in Jerusalem. Mr. Amschewitz is author 
of several Hebrew works, some ,of which sre still in MSS., and of a commentary 
en the Pentateuch, entitled YN? A22v’. Last year he was invited to accept the 
post of Rabbi at Wilna, but his friends dissuaded him from going to Russia owing 
to the persecutions. 


TRE LATE Mr. Jucivus Sax.—In our last issue appeared an announcement of the 
death of Mr. Julius Sax. of 108, Great Russell Street. Mr. Sax was Overseer of the 
Western Synagogue, St. Alban's Place, and was a liberal supporter of Jewish charities 
in London. In business he was an electrical engineer and electric light contractor. 
Mr. Sax was born at Sagurre, in Russia, in 1524, and after having been employed 
in the telegraphic establishment of Messra. Siemens and Halske, in Belin, he came 
to London in 1851. For four years he worked with Mr. L. Oertling, and then started 
business on his own account for the manufacture of instruments. Mr. Sax was 
employed by the late Professor Graham, at that time Master of the Royal Mint, 
to construct automatic and other balances for use in the Mint. At the Interna- 
tional Exhibition of 1362 he exhibited bullion and chemical balances, and ob‘aioed 
# prize medal for excellence of workmanship and accuracy. These balances were, by 
recommendation of Prof. Graham, purchased by the Government for the Mint of 
Hong Kong. In 1863 Mr. Sax turned bis attention to domestic telegraphy, Xc., and in 
1864 took out patents for a metallic fire-alarm button, which would act asan ordivary 
as well as a fire alarm ; alsoindicators to be used with it and for other purposes. 
In 1869 he invented a form of magneto A B C telegraph (patented); in 15/0 a0 
improved mechanical recorder (patented); in 1872 an electric billiard marker 
(patented) ; in 1881 an electro-magnetic telepnone (patented); an electric water 
gauge (patented) ; an electric tell-tale clock for watchmen. with a fire-indicawr 
combined ; an electric vane ; antomatic system of electric call-bells for fire-stations 
kc. (exclusively adopted by the Metropolitan Board of Works for all the stations of 
the Metropolitan Fire Brigade in London) ; a system of cell calls for police stations, 
prisons, Xc., as prepared for and adopted by the Commissioners of the Metropolitan 
Police for ute at all stations under their control ; also an improved apparatus 
especially adapted for communicating between drivera and passengers 10 vehicles 
(patented) ; an electric apparatus for checking cash takings (patented) ; porfected 
form of automatic fire alarm (patented), &. Mr. Sax has also made several im 
provements from time to time in electric bells and appliances for various purposes 
and has been awarded eight prize medals for excellence of manufacture, &¢. e 
business is being carried on by his sons at 7, Ridgmount Street, Store Street, W.C.
